1. Łooation. General Doaoription. and Br lof Hiatory 

Until' Pebruary 1956, the aoadeny was looated at ulioa Krakowskie 
Praodnioaole Kr 13, in WARSA W, in the building whioh at one tine was the Hotel 
Inropa. It was looated direotly aoroas the Street fron the Kain Politioal 
Adalmiatration of the Poliah Amy (Siewny Zaraad Polityoany Wojaka Polskiego 
- szp). (See Annoz A, figuro I for Lpinpoint- łooation.) 

In Pebruary 1956, the aoadeny was nowad to Ulioa Opaozewaka Nr 2 , 
where foraerlyj was houaed the General Staff Aoadeny (Akadenia Sstabn General- 
nego). (See Annoz A, figaro 2 for pinpoint łooation.) for a doaoription of 
tho hnilding and faoilitiea aa woli aa floor piana, aee Annezes B and C. 

The Palika DaieraynskL Nllitary Politioal Aoadeny oane into being in 
1951 by order of the Poliah National Connoil (Bada Narodowa) for the forthor 
ednoation of Poliah politioal offioora. The aoadeny' a firat eonnandant was a 
Sowiet offioer, Gol MEŁOUS (fan). Later another Sowiet offioer, Gol STANKIE- 
WICZ (fna). was tho oonm&ndant of the aoadony for a ahort while. fron Ootober 
1954 until Ootober 1956, the eonnandant was Gol Jan HOIKAN. In Ootober 195o» 
Brig Gon Adan UZIEHBLO beoane the eonnandant. 1 

2. Snbordination and Mission 

The aoadeny waa direetly subordinato to the liain Politioal Admini- 
stration of the Poliah Arny. The adninistration oontrolled all aetiwities 
and eatablished the generał trend of stadle a at the aoadeny. 

The aiaaion of the aoadeny was the ednoation and indoetrination of 
politioal offioora to a suitable degree ot politioal stability for nse in the 
nllitary. The aoadeny waa ereated beoause the ower-all politioal know- 
lodg e of the Poliah politioal offioer waa wory poor, naking hin an inefficient 
politioal ednoator of tho nenbors of the Poliah Anod foroea. Therefore, the 
apeeif io aiaaion of the aoadeny waa to ednoate capable politioal and propaganda 
inStrtotora for nllitary unita and aohoola aa wali aa effieient deputy ooanand- 
era of unita ^ in oharge of politioal affalra.

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3 * Staff and Paoulty 

The Staff eontrolled and ooordinated all aotirities at the sohool* 

The Commandanti was the Chief of Staff and was aided by three deputy oommand- 
ants* (See Annei D for ohart showing organisational struoture of the academy. ) 
The oadre oonsiated of approrimately 100 offioers and approzimately the same 
number ef enlieted personnel* 

a* Commandant 

« phe o omand ant was the ohief of the ao edeny* Soth the oadre and 
the studenta were subordinate to him* He was responaible for order and dis- 
cipline, the reallzatlon of the eduoatlonal program, and the political- 
noral attitude of all personnel at the sohool* 

b* De puty Conmandant In Charge of Politieal Affairs 

The Deputy Commandant in Charge of Politieal Affairs was subordi- 
nate direotly to the oommandant and was in oharge of all politieal affairs 
and fhnotions at the sohool* Beaides being responslble for the politieal- 
morał attitude and politieal edusatlon of the stadents, he also issued goiding 
prinoiples regarding party organisation* Unally, he ratified all resolu- 
tlons of the aeademy’8 Party Comnission. 

The following offioes were responslble to hims 

(1) The Assistant Direotor of Party Organisation and Aotirities 

The Assistant Direotor of Party Organisation and Aotirities 
direoted and issued guiding prinoiples of all party aotirities and confirmed 
all party work piana* 

(2) Seoretary of the Party Comnission 

The Seoretary of the Party Comnission superrised adherenoe 
to party diseipline and ealled party meetings when he deemed them neoessary. 

(3) Party Membership and Aotirities Heoorder 

The Party Membership and Aotirities Heoorder reoorded all 
party aotirities and kept current flles and semi-elassified documentation 

on all party members and oandidates at the aoadeny* 

(4) Culture Officer 

The Culture Officer direoted the oultural life of oadre and 
studenta* He was the Club Offioer who was responslble for the organisation of 
oultural shows, danoes, and films at the aoademy* 

o* Deputy Commandant In Charge of Eduoatlon 

The Deputy C ommand ant in Charge of Eduoatlon was subordinate 
direotly to the commandant. He issued guiding prinoiples for the realization 
of the eduoatlonal program of the studenta* 

The following departments were responslble to hims 

(1) Eduoatlon and Planning Department 

This department planned all eduoatlonal phases as direoted 
by a master eduoatlon plan presoribed by the Main Folitioal Administration of

ing mili tary taotios, Th a department also kepi current filos of studenta 1 
grades and progress at the aoademy, 

(2) Ina truo tors and Instruotioaal Department 

This departaent was responsible for all ins truć tor ą, as well 
as methods of Instruetion at the aoademyjwith the ezoeption of those who taught 
generał military taoties. 

d« Deputy Commandant In Charge of Linę Matters 

The Deputy Commandant in Charge of Linę Hatters was directly sub~ 
ordinate to the commandant and was responsible for the eduoation of the 
studenta in military taoties f as well as disoipline and order during these 
olasses, He was also responsible for the instruotors who taught these subjeots, 

The follewing department, supporting unit, and seotions were also 
subordinate to himt 

(1) General Military Taoties Department 

This department was responsible for the actual instruetion 
in military taoties as preseribed by a master program and regulation issued 
by the Hain Inspeotorate of Military Trainlng of the Ministry of Hational 
Defense (Główny Inspektorat Wysakolenia Bojowego Ministerstwa Obrony Herodowej), 
This department also kept ourrent files of studenta* grades and progress in 
these subjeots. 

(2) Guard and Serrice Company 

This unit furnished serrioe troope for the aoademy to work 
in the heating plant, print shop, ordnance shop, supply room, and for generał 
housekeeping chore s. It also fumished troope for guard duty at the ins talia- 
tion. 


(3) Administraturę Seotion 

This seotion handled all administratire matters concerned 
with the aoademy 1 s funotioning, 

(4) Ordnanoe Seotion 

This seotion was responsible for the maintenanoe and storage 
of weapons and equipment, as well as for the issue and reoeipt of these weapons

e. Sohool Onartermaster 

The Sohool Onartermaster was subordinate to the Deputy Commandant 
in Charge of Linę Affairs. He was responsible for the supply, medical, and 
transportation support of the sohool* 

The following seotions were responsible to the Ouartermasteri 

(1) Clothing Seotion 

This seetion was responsible for the issue of clothing for 
all personnel attaohed to the academy. 

(2) Mess Seotion 

This seetion was responsible for the messing of academy 
personnel and storage of Class I supplies. 

(3) Transportation Seotion 

This seo tion supplied transportation faoilities for the 
aoademy. the following wehioles in the area of the academy f s 25X1 

garagei approzimately 15 War ssawa- type sedans, approzimately 10 Lublin and 
ZIS-150 type trocka, and approzimately 2 GA Z-63 typa trucks. 

(4) Medioal Seetion 

This seetion was responsible for the health and well-being 
of the stndents and the oadre at the academy. 

(5) Officers* Club 

This o lub catered to all officer personnel during off-duty hours# 

f. Personnel Department 

This department was direotly subordinate to the school commandant. 

It kept up-to-date files and reoords of all oadre and student personnel.

o* Salso tion of Studsnts 

Tha salaotion of studants was nada by a mi li tary Party commission 
at Mili tary Distriot laral. This salaotion was than rewiewed by a board at 
tha Military Politioal Aoadamy and finally approred by tha Ministar of H&tional 
Dafansa through tha iasuance of spaoial orders.

Prior to reporting to tha aoadamy the student candidatas took an 
ezamination and an aptitude test. Thay also had to taka a cursery 
azamination at thair borne basa* Tha findings wara forwardad to tha 
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aoademy for prooessing* The aoademy notified tho student of his aoceptance 
and gaye hin a repórting data, which was usually 30 Saptemhar. Ali student s 
raportad to and ragistarad with the chief of the aoadamic c 0 ursa. Lat ar thay 
wara assi gned sleeping quarters and issuad sohool supplies. Tha first day 
was apent indoctrinating tha atudants with school rulas and ragulations as 
wali as with daily routine and olass aohadulas. Ee galar olass work hegan on 
tha saeond day af ter tha oandidates 1 arriral. 

b # Organization of Student Groups and Commanders 

Cyola or oourse oommanders wara members of tha permanent cadre 
and wara rasponsibla for their indiyidual oyolas. The atudants of aaoh cyola 
wara diyidad into 4 groups of approzinately 25 persons. Commanders of groups 
wara usually tha senior ranking offioars of each group. , 

o. Contro 1 of Studenta 


Tha olassroom instruotors controllad tha studenta only in the 
realu of studies, olass work, and homework. Tha oo mmand a n t and his daputies 
spot-ohaokad olassas whila thay wara in session. The group and cyola command- 

tonal beharior of tha studenta outside of the 

oiassroons. rfhere wara many olassroom inoidents involving 

atudants who wara oaught slaaping or reading daily newspapers during instruction. 
Thasa offanders wara usually oallad into rasponsibla departments, whera thay 
wara yerbally raprimandad.

Beeidea the abore-mentioned sub jecta, which vere taught in the class- 
rooa, the studenta Tisited the Military Teehnioal Academy (Wojskowa Akademia 
Techniozna), looated weat of WARSAW at UTM DC-935905, where they were instructed 
w on atomio warfare. They were alao taken to an unidentified Chemical school in 
‘^REMBERTÓW, where they aaw demona trat i ona of different unidentified types of 
f lamę throwera as well aa a demonatration of different unidentified engineer 
eąuipment at an unidentified engineer unit in KAZUN. The military aubjeots were 
taught aa preaeribed by regulationa of the Main Inspectorate of Military Train- 
ing of the Minia try of Kational Defenae* Weapons and eąuipment which were 
utllised aa tralning aids in the olaasroom were drawn from the academy' a ordnance 
aeotion* Booka and acripta used aa aids in this training were reąuiaitioned 
daily from the aeademy*a claaaified library. Ali reading materiał had to be 
signed f or, and the aignee was iasued a receipt. The receipt was picked up upon 
turn in of the reąuiaitioned paraphernalia. Under no circumatances were claasi- 
fied publicationa allowed to be kept out overnight« Forty percent of the time 
was allooated for the atudy of generał military taotioS'

7. Morale 


a* Ouarters 

Ali atudenta attending the academy with the eiception of those 
who lired In WABSAW were billeted on the aoademy f e premises* The rooma, 
depending on sise, alept from two to four atudenta each* 

b* leasing Faeilitiea 

The atudenta aa well aa the eadre were fed on the aoademy '8 pre- 
mises* The studenta and eadre had separate dining rooma* $hey were aeated 
four to a table* The dinnerware wae in Tery poor condition* The food waa 
prepared in the kitohen looated on the floor be Iow the dining rooma* Ali 
prepared food waa tranepbrted to the dining rooma by a dumb-waiter* Cirilian 
peraonnel waited on tablea and eleaned the dining rooma after meals. 

o* Food Ooality and Ouantity 

The quantity of food waa sufficient. However, the wariety and 
method of preparation left much to be desired. Since the atudenta and eadre 
were oharged for their me a la from their basie food allowanoe, they often oom- 
plained that they were being cheated. 

d« Becreational Faeilitiea 

There wae a mowie theater on the premises of the academy. The 
feature filma were ehanged twiee a week* Other recreational faeilitiea con- 
aisted of a billiard room with four Amerioan billiard tablea, a gamę room with 
three ping-pong tablea, a reading room with newapaper 8 and magazinea (no 
pro-western reading materiala) and a bridge and chesa room* There were 
oooftsionally danoes held in the Offieers' Club; howewer, Tery few studenta 
attended theae affairs beeauae the eadre had a tendeney to oount how many 
rodkaa each student drank ao they oould later girę the studdnt in question a 
lec turę on morals. Thia waa usually done by those members of the eadre who 
were the heawieat drinkera. 

e* Paaaea and Leawea 

Aaide from normal weekday and week-end paases, the studenta oould 
get two-and- three -day paaaea from time to time to wiait their families. Theae 
paaaea oould only be gotten if the student 'a work was satiafaotory. The 
atudenta had a month f a leave in September after finał exams and 14 daya leave 
in February after the mid-term ezama* 

f . Medieal Cara 

The academy had ita own medieal faeilitiea and staff on the pre- 
miaes* The medieal staff eonaiated of two doetora (generał praotitioners) , 
a stomatologiet, and a aurgeon* Ali had the rank of oaptain in the Medieal 
Corps* There were alao two Oiwilian female nura es, who aided the doetora in 
their ezaminationa and took oare of the morę triwial matters in the dispenaary. 
In oaaea of a morę aerioua illneaa the patient waa taken to an unidentified 
milltary hoapital in WABSAW* Ali studenta who wished to go to aiok eall did 
ao after the morning rolloall* 
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g. Inspeotiona 

Ins peotio n a wara oftan mada by a ao-called oommission, whioh waa 
appointad by tbe oommandant. There wara alao daily inapactions by cycl© 
oommanders. They usually ohecked on student discipline 9 daily routine * area 
polioa, and paraonal lookers. 

Daily inapaotiona wara mada during moming rollcall, when the 
atudenta wara ohecked by the oyele oommandara for correct olaaa sohedulea, 
propar uniforma, mad cleanlinesa. Thoae found guilty of Tiolations wara 
rapri aand ed bafora the atudant group. The cyc la oommandara paraonally auper- 
▼iaad the daily atudy parióda froa 1600 to 1900 hours. 

h. Orer-all Eatimate of Studenta 1 Morale 


la the baginning of the naw courae the atudenta were wary aager 
to atudy and learn. Moat had balierad that tha aoademy-lewel atudiea would 
gira tham a higher eduoation. Aftar a while it waa obTious that thia academy 
did not aren gira a peraon a high aohool eduoation, not to mantion anything 
higher. Thia oauaad tha studenta* to lo aa intereet in atudiea. 

The ralationahip batwaen the studenta and oadra waa wary poor. 

On many oocaaiona the inatruotora rapriamndad senior grade officars in the 
midat of junior grade personnel. The orar-all attitude of the arerage 
inatruotor toward tha atudenta waa degrading. The atudenta wara to ld thay 
oould speak and think only.aa their inatruotora and teitbooka designated. He- 
primanda of all studenta wara on the daily agenda. 

fhile tha atudenta wara in the olaasrooma during the day, de- 
signated oadra personnel want into the studenta 1 ęuarters and systematioally 
ahook down all clothing and baggage for eonoealed weapone and anti-regime 
reading materiala. Tha oonoaalment of these shake -downa waa nerer attempted* 
Studenta who retumed to their ąuarters aftar olaasea found obrioua signa 
of diaorder in their paraonal ge&r. All thia extra~curricular harassment 
brought on an atmoaphere of dissatiafaotion amon the studenta. Many pur- 
poaely bagan to lag behind in their atudiea so they would be dismissed from 
the aoademy. Othera oompl&ined of nerwoua oonditions or poor health due to 
atudieB and reąuested roluntary release from studiaa. Some want so far aa 
to openly argue political doctrinea in ciaaarooma, knowing thay would be re- 
primanded and reaasigned to out-of-the-way regions in tha provinoes with 
mi li tary unita. 

8. Bramination Procedurea 

a. Aoademio Taating and Examination Procedurea 


The yaarly and aemi-annual exama were preceded by 2 weeks of 
rariaw and preparation. Thia waa the oaae In both political and military 
aubjacts. All axaminationa wara orał. Prior to the aotual axaminations 
aaoh student pioked a oard from a box whioh had three ąueations pertaining 
to the aubjects ha studiad during the year. Tha student waa giren 15 minutes 
to prepara his answersjaftar which he had to reoite them to the examining 
oommission compoaed of memfcara of the oadra. If the membara of the commisaión 
were not aatiaf iad with t)i^ anawera, they wara at libarty to add aa many 
queationa aa thay falt were naoaaaary to reach a conoluaire daoision. 


b* Minimum Re<gairements for Suocessful Completion of Courae 


Studenta who received aatiafaotory eval- 
uationa of all questione aaxea by the oommission in all subjects were

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oonsidered to have suooessfully oompleted their eraminations . Those who 
reoeiwed unsatisfaotory eralnations ia at leaat two subjects were direoted 
for re-examination. la the eubjeets failed, on the following day. The re- 
ezamiaation ooaaiated of the same ąuestions whleh the student failed to 
answer oorreotly on the preTioua ezamination. 

o. Dismissal of Studenta for Failure to Me et School Stand ards 

Those studenta who failed to oset the scholastic reąuirements, 
failed the ezaainations, or showed ao internet ia the aoademy were uaually 
transferred f roni the sohool to serws with unidentif ied mili tary uaits af ter 
the sohool ooamaadant had mada a reąuest through offioial ohannels from the 
Minister of National Defense for the transfer of the indiwidual or indiyiduals 
ooaeerned. 


9. Assignaent of Oraduatęs 

Ali studenta who suooessfully graduated from the academy, hut who 
did not hare a high sohool edueation, were autoaatioally aaeigaed to the High 
Sohool Edueatloa Center for Offioers i/a L# Waryński (Ośrodek Szkolenia 
Ogólnego Ofioerow) ia LODŹ. There they would reoeiwe their high school 
diploaaa after a year of studies. Upon suooessful oompletion of the oourse 
at the academy, the offioers were uaually adranoed one grade in rank. After 
ooapletioa of the year 'b studies at the Center, they would be aasigned to 
all type ailitary uaits. where they would oooupy the slots of deputy regimental 
oo—aade ra, propaganda instruotors, politioal instruotors at offioers' sohools, 
as well as positioas with different lewel ailitary politioal admiaistrations.
